We confess, however, that we have no great talent for saying civil things to our 
enemies—some of our opponents will, perhaps, give us credit for this avowal—and 
to our friends, we shall best express the sense we entertain of their support, not 
by indulging in the customary cant abont patronage and continued exertions, but 
by stating that it is our intention to extend the limits of our Publication by a very 
considerable outlay of capital, and to increase its usefulness by opening new 
sources of intelligence. 

Before we proceed, however, to call the attention of our readers to the improve- 
ments we propose to introduce, we must make an observation or two, -in passing, 
on some of the events which have occurred in the course of the last year. We 
should occupy more space than we can at present afford, if we were to notice the 
threats of prosecution, and the impotent attempts at intimidation, which have 
been resorted to, on various occasions, by the advocates of the “ Hole and 
Coraer” system. The disgraceful proceedings of the secret meeting at the Free- 
masons’ Tavern, which we recently detected and exposed, afford a tolerable spe- 
cimen of the spirit in which the opposition to Taz Lancer has been conducted. 
We shall confine ourselves, on the present occasion, to the legal proceedings 
which have been instituted against us ; and first, pace tanti viri, let us be per- 
mitted to take a passing glance at that mirror of literary honesty—that faithful 
transcriber of the pages of Tue Lancet—that singularly accurate and authentic 
reporter of all, aye, and more than ail,* that ever fell from the lips of Sir AsTLEY 
Coorer—the veritable Simon Pure. We are unable to maintain our wonted 
gravity, when we reflect on the position in which Simon placed himself by his 
most ill-advised action against Tue Lancer; it is a position which is calculated

with the subject of the Lecture.—-See Lancer, 
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to disarm hostility, and to convert any indignation which we might have felt at 
the coolness with which our labours were appropriated, into a feeling of a very 
different description. Undoubtedly we cannot help thinking it a little inconsistent 
with the supposed dignity of a Hospital Surgeon, to descend ‘to the-humble task 
of transcribing our Reports, and to the pitiful expedient of publishing them as his 
own ; but we have already more than once declared our opinion that the inva- 
luable principles inculcated in the Lectures of Sir Asttey Coorer cannot be too 
extensively diffused, and we trast, therefore, that Simon may not find his occu- 
as useless as it is inglorious. Unfortunately for Simon, the powerful elo- 
quence and the blighting ridicule of Mr. Brovcuam will contribute to keep alive 
the memory of the circumstances which called them forth, and the Ninnyhammers 
of St. Thomas’s Hospital will be preserved, like reptiles in spirits, in aera 
most splendid addresses that was ever delivered at the English bar. 

The Proceedings in Chancery on Mr. wo Motions for In- 
junction against the publication of his Lectures, thongh originating in the same 
spirit as the action of Simon, are of far greater importance, as they involve a 
question of deep interest to the Public. We again repeat, that we do not claim 
the right of publishing the Lectures of any individuals, except those who, by an 
infamous bye-law, have procured for themselves a monopoly of lecturing to Sta- 
dents in Surgery, and who have thereby excluded the Profession and the Public 
from all the benefits of competition. We maintain, that the Lecturers, protected 
by the regulations of the Court of Examiners, stand in a totally different situation 
from private: Lecturers; that, having declared themselves alone capable of in- 
structing the youth of England in Surgery, and having enforced that declaration 
by compelling Students to produce certificates of attendance on their Lectares, 
they have no right to claim the protection due to private Lecturers, in order to 
conceal from the public the manner in which the fanctions they have monopolized 
are discharged. Is it not monstrous that Mr. Asernetuy should, by one act, con- 
fer upon himself the exclusive right of Lecturing as a public fanetionary, and by 
another claim the protection due to private Lecturers, on the ground of the injury 
which his reputation or his pecuniary interests sustain from the publication of his 
Lectures? The question has not yet been fairly argued on this ground, except 
in our pages, and we are so convinced of the justice of our claim, that we are re- 
solved not only to bring it again before the Court of Chancery, but, if we should 
be again defeated, to appeal to the highest tribunal in the country. We ate 
aware, indeed, that an appeal to the House of Lords is little more than an appeal 
from Titius in Lincoln’s Inn to Titius at Westminster Hall ; but neither the uncer- 
tainty nor the expense inseparable from legal proceedings shall deter us from 
using our utmost exertions to obtain for this question the fullest investigation, and 
to bring it to a just and equitable decision. — 

One word as to the value of Mr. Asexnrruy’s Lectures. It has been said, 
that we praised them in the outset, but that our opinion of their merits was altered 
by Mr. Anganetuy’s motion for an Injunction. The fact has not been fairly 
stated; we certainly spoke favourably of the Introductory Lecture, but the opi- 
nion which we gave as to the general merits of the Lectures was founded upon 
an impartial examination of the whole Course, and we are persuaded that we only 
echoed the general voice of the Profession, when we characterised them as loose in 
arrangement, deficient in illustration derived from cases, and altogether unworthy 
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of the reputation which the Lecturer has acquired. Mr, ABERNETHY is noques- 
tionably a man of some talent, but his besetting sin is affectation; it is this sicken- 
ing ingredient which pervades his language, his Lectures, and his professional prac- 
tice ; and he has yet to learn that quaintness is not originality, nor a disregard for 
the common courtesies of life, philosophy. Apropos des Bottes! We cannot close 
this article without presenting our Readers with the portrait of a celebrated Phy- 
sician, whoflourished in the reign of Queen Anne, as drawa by Dr. Manpsvi_e, 
inhis “ Men Edinb. 1755 :— 


and hardly any learning, should by vile 
great wealth, is no wonder ; but that

poraries, with no other qualities but a perfect knowledge of mankind, and a capa- 
city of making the most of it, is something extraordinary.

Act or 1815, axnp De- 
CLARATORY AcT oF 1825. 


We here lay before our readers the Apo- 

* thecaries’ Act of 1815, together with the 
Declaratory Act which passed in the last 
Session of Parliament, as we shall have 
‘frequent occasion to refer to the former 
piece of legislation, and to expose the 
_ anomalies and absurdities with which it 
abounds. We almost regret that the Decla- 
ratory Act should have passed throngh 
- parliament ander the auspices of Mr. 
Brougham, because its main object is 
limited to giving certain facilities in the 
production of legal evidence ; and, as it 
goes to remedy none of the radical de- 
fects of the Apothecaries’ Act,’except one 
to which we shall presently allude, it 
might, perhaps, be too hastily inferred, 
that the general measure was sanctioned 

_ by the approbation of that enlightened 
statesman, The whole subject, however, 
‘will be brought before the legislature 
early in the next Session of Parliament, 
and as we shall have abundant oppor- 
tunities of entering at length into its 
discussion, we shall on the present oc- 
_ casion, content ourselves with adverting 
. to one or two of the most striking defects 
and absurdities in the Act of 1815. One 
_ of the most absurd and impolitic provisions 
of this Act, is that which compels an 
apprenticeship of five years before any 
_ person shall be admitted to an examination 
for a certificate to practise as an apo- 
thecary. This provision is conceived in 
the true spirit of a corporation of shop- 
keepers; the medical student is thereby 
compelled to pass five of the most valua- 
ble years of his life, in a state of vassal- 
age and ignorance behind a counter, be- 
fore he is admitted to an examination by 
the Worshipful Company—an examination 
compared with which that in the farce of 
Motsere ceases to be acaricature. This 
provision was as unjust as it was impolitic,

for its operation was retrospective, and it 
had the effect of excluding army and 
navy surgeons, to whom at the end of the 
war no other resource might present itself, 
but the exercise of their profession as 
general practitioners. There is a clanse, 
however, in Mr. Brougham’s Declaratory 
Act, which enables Army and Navy sur- 
geons to practise as apothecaries, without 
having undergone any examination, or 
received any certificate from the Wor- 
shipful Company. The preamble of the 
Apothecaries’ Act ought, in consistency 
with its general tone and spirit,to have 
run “ Whereas it is expedient to graut 
a monopoly to the Apothecaries’ Com- 
pany,” for there is scarcely a clause in 
the Act which is not manifestly frame: 
with a view of putting money into the 
pockets of these incorporated tradesmen. 
We will put it to the common sense of 
any mao, save a worshipful apothecary, 
whether the power given under this Act 
to a wholesale and retail trading com- 
pany to enter the shops of any of their 
fellow tradesmen, to burn and destroy all 
such drags as they may disapprove of, 
and to levy fines and penalties on the 
owners, is not liable to be converted into 
an instrument of vexation and oppres- 
sion? It is, of course, the interest of the 
Worshipful Traders to sell their own 
drags, and it is their interest to look with 
a critical eye at all drugs which may be 
bought elsewhere, for it is carefully pro- 
vided, “ that one half of the penalties shall 
goto the master, wardens, and society 
of apothecaries, to be appropriated and 
disposed of by them in such manner as 
they shall deem most expedient.” The 
cumsequence of this is, that a great pro- 
portion of the retail dealers in drugs, to 
avoid exposing themselves to the exercise 
of the inquisitorial powers vested in the 
company, prefer the minor evil of pur- 
chasing their commodities, at a surcharge 
of 20 per cent., from the Worshipful

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APOTHECARIES’ ACT. 


The examinations for certificates are, 
we are informed, as anile and ridicu- 
lous as might be expected from the ser 
and attainments of the examiners ; still, 
however, the Old Ladies of Apothecaries’ 
Hall have an eye to the main chance, for 
here, again, it is carefully provided that 
all and every sum or sums of money 
which shall be received, or arise from the 
granting of the certificates of examination, 
shall belong, and be apuropriated, and dis- 
posed of by the master, wardens, and 
society of apothecaries, in such manner 
as they shall deem most expedient. 

If public utility had been the object of 
this Act, it would be nagatory, for the 
chemist and druggist, who compounds 
without administering medicines, is ex- 
cepted from its operation;* but it is 
in effect a private Act, and framed 
for private porposes. It was projected 
by avarice, supported by intrigue, and 
enacted by ignorance. It is high time 
that the members of a liberal! profession 
should emancipate themselves from the 
domination of a company of ignorant 
and mercenary pharmacopolists, and we 
shall use our most strenuous exertions 
to collect the feeling of the profession 
on this subject, before its discussion in 
the next Session of Parliament. As 
the Declaratory Act is merely a tem- 
porary measure, which is only to continue 
in force for a year, we have thought it 
proper to lay it before our readers at this 
early period, that all, who have the ability 
and the spirit to maintain their rights, 
may in the interval have an opportunity 
of adopting such measures as shall have 
the effect, when the question is again dis- 
cussed in Parliament, of placing the laws 
affecting the Medical Profession of Eng- 
land upon a secure and intelligible basis.

oF 1815. 


An Act for better ing the Practice

Wuereas his majesty King James the 
First, by letters patent under the great 
seal of Great Britain, bearing date the 


sixth day of December, in the fifteenth, 


year of his reign, did for himself, his heirs 
and successors, grant unto William Besse, 
and divers other persons therein named, 
and to all and singular other persors 
whomsoever, brought up and skilful ia the 
art, mystery, or faculty of apothecaries, 
and exercising same art, mystery, or 
faculty, then being freemen of the mystery 
of grocers of the city of London, or being 
freemen of any other art, mystery or fa~ 
culty in the said city of London (so as 
they had been brought up and were expert 
in the art or mystery of apothecaries), 
that they, and all such men of the said 
art or mystery of apothecaries of and in 
the said city of London and suburbs of 


the same, and within seven miles of the 


said city, might and should be one body 


co! ate and politic, in substance, deed 


and name, by the name of the master, 
wardens, and society of the art and mys- 
tery of apothecaries of the city of Lon- 
don ; did ordain and declare that by 
the same name they might have perpetual 
succession, and have, purchase, possess, 
enjoy, and retain manors, messnages, 
lands, tenements, liberties, privileges. 
franchises, jurisdictions, and hereditaments 
to them and their successors, in fee simple 
and perpetuity, or for term of year or 
years, or otherwise howsoever ; and alse 
goods and chattels, and all other things 
soever, of what name, nature, kind, qua- 
lity, or sort soever they should be; and 
also that they might grant, demise, alien, 
assign, and dispose of manors, lands, tene- 
ments, and hereditaments, and do and 


execute all and singular other acts and 
things by the said mame ; and that by the 


said name of master, wardens, and society 
of the art and mystery ef apothecaries of 
the city of London, they should and might 
be able to plead and be impleaded, and 
might have for ever a common seal, and 
the same seal at their pleasure from time 
to time might break, change, alter, and 
new make, as to them should seem best; 
and his said Majesty did by his letters 
patent ordain and nt unto the said 
master, wardens, society of the art 
and mystery of apothecaries aforesaid, 
certain ordinances, rules, and regulations, 
to be observed, kept, and maintained by 
them, asin the said charter are more fully

clauses and provisions contained in the

medicines simple or compound, wares, 
drugs, receipts, distilled waters, chemical 
oils, syrups, conserves, lohocks, electua- 
ries, pills, powders, lozenges, oils, oint- 
ments, plaisters, or any other things what- 
soever which belong or appertain to the 
art or mystery of apothecaries as is afore- 
said, are likely to be found ; and to search, 
survey, and prove if the same medicines, 
simple or compound, wares, drags, re- 
ceipts, distilled waters, chemical oils, 
syrups, conserves, lohocks, electuaries, 
pills, powders, lozenges, oils, ointments, 
plaisters, or any thing or things whatsoe- 
ver belonging to the art or mystery o! 
apothecaries aforesaid, be and shall be 
wholesome, medicinable, meet and fit for 
the cure, health, and ease of his Majesty's 
subjects ; and also so mach of the said 


recited charter as directs that the afore- 
said master and wardens of the mystery 
aforesaid, and the said assistants for the 
time being, thereunto nominated and 
appointed by the master and wardens, 
and their successors from time to time, 
may have, and by virtue of these presents 
shall have fall power and authority to 
examine and try all and singular persons 
professing, using or exercising, or which 
hereafter shall profess, use, or exercise 
the art or mystery of apothecaries, or any 
part thereof, withim the aforesaid city of 
Lendon, the liberties or suburbs thereof, or

or obstinate, or refusing to be examined 
by virtue of these presents, in the art or 
mystery aforesaid ; and also all and sin- 
gular medicines, wares, drugs, receipts, 
distilled waters, oils, chemical prepara- 
tions, syrups, conserves, lohocks, electua- 
ries, pills, powders, lozenges, oils, oint- 
ménts, and plaisters, and all other 

to the aforesaid art, which they 
shall find unlawfal, deceitful, stale, out of 
use, unwholesome,corrupt, anmedicinable, 
pernicious or hurtful, to burn before the 
offender's doors ; and also to lay, impose. 
and exact mulcts, and other pains 
penalties, by fines and amerciaments, upon 
such offenders, according to their sound 
discretions, and the ordinances by them 
and their successors so as aforesaid to be 
made and appointed, shall be and the 
same is hereby repealed. 

3. And be it farther enacted, that in lieu 
and stead thereof, the said master,wardens, 
and seciety of apothecaries for the time 
being, and their successors, or any of the 
assistants, or any other person or persons 
properly qu as hereinafter is men- 
tioned, te be by the master and wardens 
nominated and assigned, not being fewer 
in nomber than two persons at the least, 
shall and may from time to time, and at 
all seasonable and convenient times im the 
day-time, as often as to the said master and 
wardens it shall seem expedient, go and 
enter into any shop or shops of any person 
or persons whatever using or exercising 
the art or mystery of an apothecary in any 
partof England or Wales, and shall and 
may search, survey, prove, and determine 
if the medicines, simple or compound, 
wares, drugs, or amy thing or things 
whatsoever therein contained, and be- 
longing to the art or mystery of apothe- 
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earies aforesaid, be wholesome, meet, and 
fit for the cure, health, and ease of his 
majesty’s subjects; and all aud oe 
such medicines, wares, drugs, and 
other things belonging to the aforesaid 
art, which they shall find false, unlawful, 
deceitful, stale, unwholesome, corrupt, 
pernicious, or hurtfal, shall and may barn, 
or otherwise destroy ; and also shall and 
report to the master, wardens, and 
assistants of the said society, the name or 
names of such person or persons as shall 
be found to have the same in their pos- 
session; and the said master, wardens, 
and assistants shall and may impose and 
levy the following fines and penalties 
bn each and every person whose name 
he so reported to them, as herein- 
after mentioned ; for the first offence the

In this respect, we are happy to ob- 
serve, that the work of reform has already 
commenced, as Mr. Lawrence, on Mon- 
day the 19th Sept. last, sent a large case- 
book to the Hospital, into which that 
gentleman stated, a description of all the 
most interesting cases should be inserted 
by his dressers, to which the students 
might at all times refer. Mr. L. also men- 
tioned his intention of sending another 
book for the use of the pupils, in which 
he said every case under his care should 
be indiscriminately inserted. The gen- 
tlemen attending the Hospital ought to 
feel particularly grateful to Mr. Lawrence 
for these valuable addi‘ions to their pri- 
vileges, and we trust that the other sur- 
geons will immediately follow his excel- 
lent example, since it was exceedingly 
unjust to compel a student to pay the sum 
of 26/. 5s. for a practice which he had 
hitherto been ered incapable of see- 
ing. In addition to what Mr. Lawrence 
has lately done, the pupils of this In- 
stitution have another very great ad- 
vantage, a privilege which cannot be too 
highly prized, nor too often exercised, 
viz. that of being permitted to visit the 
patients at all hours of the day, unac- 
companied by either surgeon or physician. 
Thus they have an opportunity of delibe- 
tately considering any peculiarities which 
may present themselves in any individual 
case, and of carefully recording them in 
their note books. is advantage would 
be inestimable if combined with a know- 
ledge of the medicines prescribed by the 
surgeon, which we sincerely trust this 
notice will very speedily occasion. 

In this Hospital there is a Pharmacopeia, 
containing all the formule used by the 
medical men; this useful little work is 
published by the Governors, and given 
only to the pupils, in number 
at most not a dozen—why, we would ask, 
is the surgeon’s pupil excluded from this 
benefit? Is it of no importance to him 
to be made acquainted with the medicines 
prescribed by the medical officers ? Does 
a knowledge of medicine form no part of 
a surgical education? Why in this respect 
should there be a distinction observed 
between the physicians’ and surgeons’ pu- 
pils? The /atter pay a much higher fee 
for what information they may acquire 
at the Hospital than the former, and yet 
these vexatious obstacles appear to be 
thrown purposely in the way of their im- 
provement. Even the dressers, who pay 
fifty guineas for their office, are not pre- 
sented with it.

Withont pushing the above account fur- 
ther, it will convey a. tolerable idea of 
the relative facilities for acquiring medi- 
cal and chirurgical knowledge which the 
various Institutions of this Metropolis offer. 
Intending this enumeration of particulars 
as a sort of directory for the student, 
we have as much as possible abstained 
from comments, and have introduced such 


remarks only as, in duty bound, we could 


not withhold. A few private lecturers and 
minor Institutions may have been over- 
looked, or may be unknown to us, and 


others here introduced may be enworthy 


of notice. Here is evidence enough of 
the great extent to which competition 
among lecturers on physic, &c. has 
been carried, and that nothing but the 


infamous bye-law of the College Examin-. 


ers prevents this beneficial impulse from 
being communicated to surgery. The 
object of entering to lectures, and ‘the 


practice of hospitals, ought to be the. 


acquirement of knowledge, and not, as is 
foo frequently the case, of merely ob- 
taining the requisite certificates, The in- 
dustrious student, the man who will 
hereafter practise his profession with suc- 
cess, will therefore discriminate and pay 
his money to that institution, or for those 
lectures, from which the greatest benefit 
may be derived; but to the individual 
who merely goes through the routiae of 
his studies it can make no difference if he 
get his certificate, and is content to be 


ignorant to what hospital or what lec- 


turer he may enter, until he discovers, by 
sad experience, that an opportunity once 
lost can never be recalled, and that what 
people do not know they cannot teach, 
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
